Looking back at the past few months calls for a brief update of events. 





1) Remember the wood “More Than Free Gold”, by Michael Barnes? Well, his book has 
been published by General Store Publishing House and is available @ $24.95. In a recent 
issue of a local paper called “The Highland Communicator” a full page was devoted to the 
book, the author, and the mining industry in general. | learned some facts from the article.

3) Reading that fine article by Ross Kingdon in the March ‘08 issue of Timber Talk about 
Master Craft Ltd., the woodworking company in Kitchener brings back memories of my own 
visit there. Although | can’t remember the year, probably late 1970's or early 80's, | was 
privileged to take a tour of the plant. | saw the machine, a punch press, which banged out 
those incused “broomsticks’, inspected the dies used in the process, and even chatted with 
the woman who operated the press. | saw many different kinds of specialty machines on my 
tour, but a particular one caught my attention. It was a kind of lathe, which made drawer 
knobs from long lengths of large diameter hardwood dowel. When the dowel being fed into 
the machine was reduced to about two feet in length it was no longer feasible for this use. A 
barrel full of these scrap “ends” was just the ticket for me. | negotiated a price, and bought a 
stack of them. Many of my wooden nickel issues are made from these “scrap ends”. 
Everyone wins. 


4) Not many issues have emanated from my workshop lately. Travel, health problems, 
and diversified interests have sidetracked my production of wooden nickels lately. Not even a 
Christmas wood last year. Hopefully that will improve in the near future.
